Fallen arches seem minor things to 
people who have never had them, but 
if you happen to be one of the m ulti­ 
tude who suffer this affliction, you arc 
under no delusions a.s to the impor­ 
tance of a strong, wellpreserved arch 
There's a lot of weight resting on twe 
slender feet. 
W omen don't stop to 
think of that often enough. 
If the; 
did they would adopt every good foot- 
saving suggestion so as to save these 
slender supports. 
Absurdly high heels aren’t pretty 
and no am ount of style dictates could 
ever make me think they were 
But 
ouite apart from beauty or the lack 
of it, they add another burden to the 
poor over-worked arch, by throwing 
the weight unevenly upon your foot 
surface. 
If every woman would do 
no other exercise but rising on her 
toes eight or ten times every time 
she takes off her shoos, there would 
be a great deal less foot trouble in 
the world. 
This is an excellent arch 
strengthened 
Should you have "flat 
feet”. I urge you to wear orthopedic 
shoes. 
Now that there are so many 
specialist 
shoes on the market you 
can And marvelous aid in the right 
kind of shoe. 
Toeing out is another frequent fault 
observed among American women 
It 
causes great strain on the inner par* 
of the soles and tends to induce both 
flat feet and knock knees. 
An espe­ 
cially good exercise to correct this is 
to walk around the house on the 
outer edge of your bare feet, also to 
build up the inner edge of the shoe- 
sole as described below 
under 
the 
paragraph on knock knees. 
The Indian walk is a sure footed 
step made with feet pointing directly 
forward. 
Probable the most- unfortunate of 
leg evils is bowlegs 
Bov legs are d e ­ 
veloped in early infancy, through a l­ 
lowing the baby to walk 
too 
soon, 
through 
malnutrition, 
or 
improper 
lime content in the 
child's 
bone« 
When a baby develops ’his tendency 
to bowing the first thing to do is plan 
on having the child in direct sunlight 
for a part of each day. 
Remember the sun must strike the 
child directly, with neither window- 
glass nor clothes between 
Next add 
cod-Iiver oil to the child's diet 
Fee 
that he has plenty of orange juice and 
vegetables such as carrots, spinach, 
etc.. on his menu, keep him off his 
feet as much as possible. 
I have known in my own experience 
nothing further than these sugges­ 
tions faithfully followed to correct a 
most 
noticeable case of bowlegs in 
seven months. 
Som etim es a doe?or 
will advise binding 
*he 
little 
legs, 
sometimes he will perform an opera­ 
tion. 
Remember this, 
bowlegs are cor­ 
rectable. and they are an affliction a 
child resents, one th a ‘ remains for 
a long time. 
Knock knees are not so difficult to 
correct. 
They. too. 
indicate 
faulty 
bony structure, but with this condi­ 
tion your first consideration should 


be the shoemaker. 
He can insert a 
thin wedge of leather along the inner 
sole so that the foot is thrown slight­ 
ly outward. 
This alone 
lias often 
been sufficient to correct knock knee s . ! 
For 
foot-beautv 
and 
foot-health 
avoid run-down heels. 
Rubber heels 
will save your spine many a jarring 
chock. an important consideration in 
this Age of Asphalt. 
Invest in good 
shoes 
I have often felt that to pre­ 
serve the feet is to go far toward pre­ 
serving beauty!
